Floodwaters 


(By The Associated Press) 
Thousands of persons fled their 


homes in the Richland-Pasco-Ken- 


newick area of eastern Washing- 
ton today as flood waters lapped 


over dikes, flooded several trailer 


camps and threatened numerous 
others. 
Estimates of the number of 


evacuated persons varied widely. 
Benton County Sheriff Harry 
Cochrane reported earlier that 20,- 
000 persons wculd be forced to 
move. Later reports by the sher- 
iff’s office, Kennewick city police 
and state patrol placed the figure 
closer to 5,000. 

“The exodus covered an. eight 
mile strip from Pasco to the mouth 
of the Yakima river.

Angry Congress 
Asks Probe of

or, will head one by the senate. 

Rep. Chenoweth (R-Colo.) will 
direct one for the house. 

Indignation, anger and amaze- 
ment were mixed in the congres- 
sional reaction to disclosure that 
the broadcasts have told the 
world such things as—“New Eng- 
land was founded by hypocrisy 
and Texas by sin’. 

The importance attached to the 
matter was emphasized by the 
fact that Senator Vandenberg (R- 
Mich.), the senate’s presiding of- 
and chairman of its foreign 


relations committee, announced 
plans for the senate  investiga- 
tion, 

Amazed 


Vandenberg said he is “amaz- 
ed” by reports of the broadcasts. 
He conferred with Chairman 
Aiken of the expenditures com- 
mittee. Aiken named Ferguson 
to dig into the record. 

Chenoweth said a house ex- 
penditures suvcommittee which 
he heads will start a general in- 
vestigation tomorrow. 

“We have had a lot of com- 
plaints,” Chenoweth told news- 
men. “We want to find out who 
is responsible for these programs 
and for some of the script that 
has been going out at the tax- 
payers’ expense.”

Saying he wanted to “keep the 
record straight”, Rep. Jackson 
(R-Calif.) today reminded the 
house that congress restricted 
the personnel for the ‘Voice’ 
programs and required private 
enterprise to “take over most of 
the functions’, 

While the broadcasts complain- 
ed about were unfortunate, he 
said, “it was not the act of any 
government department”. 

A spokesman for the 
tional broadcasting division of 
the state department here _ said 
Borgia never had been on the di- 
vision’s staff but that he might 
have done some translating for it 
on a fee basis. 

Borgia said he _ protested “a 
thousand times’ against the ma- 
terial he was given to write. 

“The material for the broad- 
casts was prepared in the re- 
search department and given to 
me,” Borgia said. ‘‘ I was told 
‘You write that. If you don’t like 
it we will get somebody else’.” 

He said he was told by Gan- 
dero that the broadcast material 
had been approved by Stanley 
Richardson, who Borgia said was 
in charge of NBC’s_ short-wave 
department. 

The state department spokes- 
man said Borgia came here from 
Venezuela in 1939, worked in the 
foreign language departments of 
Fox pictures and Warner Broth- 
ers in Los Angeles, and then was 
employed by NBC as a writer, 
‘adapter and translator of Span- 
ish language programs in 1942,

In his first term, Warren put 
through his state tax reduction 
program, increased old age aid 
from $40 to $50 monthly, obtain- 
ed the largest expenditure pro- 
gram in California’s bistory, co- 
ordinated state defense activities, 
and provided for post-war devel- 
opment. 

Later accomplishments includ- 
ed the reorganization of the state
